IMMENEE TRAFFIC OF THE GREAT 
CHINESE RIVER YANG-TSE-KIANG: 


More Than $60,000,000 Worth of Goods 
Carried Down the River in a Year— 
Yang-tse-Kiang Drains a Valley Which 
‘Is the Richest Portion of the Middle 
Mingdom—Scenes on the River. 


The chief commercial highway of 
China is the Yang-tse-Kiang. ‘The 
centro] of the immense traffic of this 
great river will be one of the rich 
prizes for which the powers will 
strive When the final Settling up of 
Chinese atlairs cones. 

It is estimated that the total value 
of the goods annually carried down 
the Yang-tse-Kiang is more than 
$60,000,000, - ‘The ameunt of — ton- 
hage entered and cleared at the two

river ports, Nankin and Han- 


great 1 
kow, is 8,000,000 tons. Of this 
more than half is credited to British 
ships. The remainder is made up by 
the native cargo junks which ply up 
and down in a ceaseless procession 
during the summer season When the 
banks are full. 

The Yang-tse-Kiang drains a val- 
ley which is the richest portion of 
the Middle Kingdom. Countless tons 
of silk cocoons have becn produced 
in this valley and are still being pro- 
duced. Most of the Chinese tea also 
comes dowy this river. 

So you can sce that whilé the na- 
tions may be more or less interested 
in the punishment of the imperial 
government, the @itching of the em- 
press dowWager and the establishing 
of a responsible government in Pekin, 
the really important issue will con- 
cern the. future of the trade on the 
Yang-tse-Kiang. 

Early in the preeent trouble Great 
Britain foresaw this condition and 
even before Pekin had fallen sent Ad- 
miral Seymour up_ the river to keep 
an eye on the jealously guarded 
“sphere of influence’’ which the Brit- 
ish claim in the valley. 

At the mouth of the river is Shang- 
hai, the Paris of China. Six hundred 
miles up stream is Hankowy an even 
more populous place and a great 
port. Ocean steamships can go up 
as far as Hankow, and since the open- 
ing of the port to foreign trade in 
1860 several lines of steamships, 
mostly British, have been establish- 
ed. Steamers leave Shanghai for 
Hankow, and yice versa, every day. 
The trip takes from three to four 
days and is a favorite one with tour- 
ists in the orient. , 

There is only one other river in 
the world longer than the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, and this is the Ainazon. The 
Yang-tse is about 3,500 miles long 
and takes its rise in the mysterious 
mountains of Tibet. Traversing the 
richest region of China, it has been 
called the ‘‘girdle of the empire,’’ as 
it belts it from west to east, but 
owing to the vast accumulations of 
silt which it brings down and depos- 
its along its banks and at its mouth 
it is better known as the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, or Great Muddy, ‘‘kiang’”’ be- 
ing the name of a first class river. 

In China alone it drains an area of 
700,000 square miles, containing an 
estimated population of 180,000,000, 
mainly pure Chinese, who speak with 
contempt of ‘‘those Mantchoos at 
Pekin'’ and hold themselves aloof 
from intimate intercourse with their 
rulers 

Into the ocean the Yang-tse pours 
a flood of diluted mud which tinges 


the sea hundreds of miles from the 
coast The tides are felt 800 miles 
from its mouth, and it is navigable 
for large steamers 680 mules, for 
river steamers 1,050 to 2,000 miles, 
depending upon the season of the 
year

“granety of China,’’ is famous for 
its waist tracts of wheat and corn, its 
opitem fields, mulberries, orange 
groves, orchards, tea fields, bamboos 
and other semitropical products, and 
between this and the eastern proy- 
Ince” of Kiang-su every variety of 
vegetation may be seen, from palm 
to sturdy pine. 7 

Between Chung-king and Ichang 
are the glorious gorges and rapids 


where the river flows pveen Can- 
yon walls sometimes 1, feet in 


height, one great natural spire being 
called ‘‘the Needle of Heaven.) At 
Ichang, Which is 1,050 miles from 
the sea, there are rock inscriptions, 
pagodas’ and “cave temples which 
show it to be a very ancient city, 
Chung-king is an important city. on 
the Yang-tse, 1,500 miles from its 
mouth andsat the head of navigation 
for large boats during the season of 
floods, 

At the mouth of Tung-ling lake, 20 
miles from Ichang, is the curious 
Kinshan, or Golden island, where the 
most precious teas, Worth more than 
their Weight in gold and reserved 
exclusively for the emperor’s table, 
are raised and cured. - The fragrant 
fields extend far back to the hills on 
either side, and at Hankow, 680 
miles from the sga, is the great tea 
mart of the empire. 

This is the headquarters for tea 
merchants, packers and buyers and 
particularly the Russians, who load 
Ships and dispatch caravans of cam- 
els to far distant Odessa with the 
famous brick and caravan teas, 
Great ocean steamers may be taken 
here for coastwise ports and on the 
Way pass Kiu-kiang, where famous 
royal porcelains are made. 


At the entrance to Lake Poyang 
rises the oriental city of Hu-kan. 
Near it is the beautiful Orphans’ 


island, with its pagodas and temples 
plastered against almost inaccessible 
cliffs, forming one of the world’s, 
most picturesque natural features. 
At Nankin, the last important city 
on the great river going toward the 
sea, the Yang-tse is a mile anda 
half broad and 75 feet deep, with a 
current of from three to five miles 
an hour, 

This interesting old city was once 
the southern capital of China, as Pe 
kin is now its northern capital, be- 
ing occupicd by the Mings, who were 
predecessors of the Mantchoos, and 
though far gone in decay still retains 
some relics of its former grandeur. 
It has a Chinese city and a Tartar 
city divided by a Wall, and there is 
the same distinction here as in Pekin 
between the ruling and the subject 
classes, Its prestige suffered during 
the Taiping rebellion, for it was held 
by the rebels for ten years and its 


commerce nearly destroyed, but it is 
slowly recovering and if the present 
rebellion does not extend southward 
will soon regain prosperity.

OATS.—The market is well sup- 
plied with oats and prices are edsy 
at about the same figures as a week 
ago. There is a small eastward 
movement to Quebec points, but the 
buyers are not very keen. Prices re- 
main unchanged at 35 to 36c per 
bushel for"feed grades in car lots on 
track in Winnipeg. Prices being paid 
to farmers at country points for No. 
2 white oats range around 28 to 
81c, Brandon rate’ of freight. 

BARLEY—There is but very little 
doing in barley here. The market is 
firmer and we quote now 37c to 38c 
per bushel of 48 pounds for feed 
grades, and 40c per bushel for malt- 
ing, on track in Winnipeg. 


HAY—tThe glut in the market con- 
tinues, and carlots have offered here 
this week at as low as $3.70 per 
ton. Dealers have hardly the con- 
science to take hay at the prices at 
which some of it is offering. Loose 
hay on the street is#worth about the 
sume as baled. The general idea of 
the value is $4.50 per ton for fresh 
baled on track. } 

DRESSED MBATS—Continued scar- 
city of fat cattle has firmed up the 
beef market and dressed is ruling Yc 
higher this week at 7 to 8c per Ib. 
Other lines are unchanged, We quote: 
Beef, city dressed, 7 to 8e per Ib, 
country, 4c under these prices; veal, 
8 to 9c per Ib; mutton, 8e; lamb, 
8c; hogs, 7%. 

BUTTER—Creamery— Winnipeg buy-_ 
ers are paying 24 to 26c per Ib. net 
for their supplies at present. 

BUTTER—Dairy—Choice dairy but- 
ter is very scarce. Second grades 
aie plentiful and not wanted at ail 
Wholesale dealers are paying 20c per 
pound, commission basis, for fine 
butter in tubs, bricks or prints; 16 
to 17c for ordinary qualities. Se 
conds' are only worth 10 to 12c per 
pound, and some of the receipts do 
not bring that much. 

POULTRY—There is not much do- 
ing in the poultry market, owing to 
the short supply. Demand is good 
and all offerings are readily taken 
by dealers. Fresh killed~ chickens 

CHEESE—tThere is still a little 
cheese in the market at 1114c, while 
some dealers are asking as high as 
12144r for their stock to the retail 
trade. The eastern market is firmer. 

EGGS—The market is overstocked, 
and prices have slumped badly this 
week.
